This has led to 
the extension of tho "conversion cou 
ract" system, and never before, the 
Age says, wore so many such cou 
tracts in existence between steel works 
and outside n-ills with rolling capacity. 
It says of this feature of the trade : 


Plates, wire rods aud sheet bars are 


tho leading products that are thus be- 
ing farmed out to other concerns, Oae 
largo establishment whoso finishing 
mills have never before beeu very seri- 
ously tnxod is known to huve at least 
four rolling mills working to a greater 
or loss extent on their orders. They 
receive billets aud deliver tho finished 
product, charging an agreed price for 
the labor of conversion. This is a form 
of work which is particularly satis- 
factory to tho mills taking it. They 
#rc relieved to that extent from the 
burden of making contracts for raw 
material us well as the additional bur- 
den of carrying a number of accounts 
for tho finished product. Aud at a time 
liko this they arc able to charge a prof- 
itable rate for tho work of rolling. 


That stool works are now engaging 


in such contracts, which were formerly 
confined to such products as wire rods, 
the Ago says, shows "the pressing 
character of tho trade now in progress." 
In spite of precautions, the mills have 
oversold, aud they must provide tho 
best means they can for the accommo- 
dation of their customers. 


It strikes us we never heard, during 


the existence .of the McKinley tariff, 
these complaints of the inconvenient 
pressure of business. Our manufac- 
turers are oversold, uot only so thut 
they havo to fall back ou "conversion 
orders," but it is stated they have

- WASHINGTON, Aug-. 26.—The latest 
mail from Central-America brought 
files of the Bluefields (Nicaragua) Re- 
corder, in one issue of whichj that of 
July 27, appeared the article, purport- 
ing to give tho recommendations of 
the United States commission which 
recently inspected the-canal. 


"We are in receipt of United States 


advices to the effect that a favorable 
report will be made by the -United 
States government commission which 
lately examined the proposed canal 
route and the terminal harbors on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
r'The report which will very shortly 


be published, will be of an exhaustive 
character and deal with all the aspects 
of the colossal enterprise. The com- 
mission will state their unanimous 
conclusion that the Colora'do bar, 
which has caused BO much trouble at 
the entrance to Greytown harbor, can 
be practically removed by dredging, 
and that a permanent opening can be 
maintained by building a piling to the 
southward of the harbor, BO as.tb break 
the ocean current, which washes up 
the sand on tho bar.- 
- 


"A .slight change in the route of the 


proposed canal will be recommended, 
owing1 to a belief on the part of the 
commissioners that scweral serious ob- 
stacles exist to the route as heretofore 
laid down. 
. ' 
. • ' 
"The commissioners think that the 


work of constructing the canal can be 
completed in six-or seven years, but 
that tho total cost will considerably 
exceed the limit set by the projectors, 
and that $130,000,000 will not be an .ex- 
cessive figure. They ?will ventilate 
their opinion of the former manage- 
ment of the canal enterprise, and will 
present a" number of severe criticisms 
in this connection. 


"Since the above was in type we 


have a communication, a private letter 
from Greytown, in which it is stated 
that advices have been received there 
to the effect that the report of the com- 
missioners is not as satisfactory for 
that locality as it was first anticipated. 
It appears that the" commissioners, 
after reaching the 'divide,' decided not 
to go any farther, and .returned to 
Greytown. There Col. Ludlow, chair- 
man oi! the commission, expressed him- 
self very openly on the question of the 
Atlantic terminus, which, he said, 
should be, in the event of any decision, 
being arrived at, the Colorado bar, in- 
stead of Greytown."

Smith's reason was re- 
venge for the murder of his father in 
1878 in Diamond Valley. 


There Is great excitement in the 


town and through the country. Troop 
A is in readiness to march on short no- 
tice, and is awaiting order* from the 
'county sheriff for authority to act. 


While particulars of the affair are 


difficult to obtain, it is learned that 
the matter has no bearing on the 
Jackson's Hole troubles.' 'Ever since 
Smith's:father was killed in 1878 by 
warriors of the JBannoek tribe he has 
been "on their trail," and /*ot a few 
'have met death at his hands. 
It seems a party of Indians were on 


their summer Jiunt.near Diamond Val- 
ley ;and.killed a number of cattle be- 
longing to these stockmen whose herds 
pasture in that vicinity. A party of 
cattlemen was organized to^punish the 
marauders and Smith readily -under- 
took to lead them. 


The pursuers located the Indians 


about an hour before sundown at their 
camp near the western edge of the 
valley, and without warning opened 
fire upon them. 
The Indian bucks 


were thrown Into a panic and fled for 
the hills, the squaws following suit 
The stockmen pursued them and fired 
a volley at the frig&ives, dropping sev- 
eral of them, including one-or two 
squaws. The pursuit was not con- 
tinued, the cattlemen believing suffi- 
cient punishment had been inflicted.

The tactics of yachting ex- 
perts, the yachtsman says, gives the 
challenger a poor chance of getting in 
proper trim, -although they are quite 
in accord with the spirit of the deed of 
gift, and Lord Dunraven has the repu- 
tation in America of being too good a 
sportsman not to be fair game.

The board of agriculture. threatens 


to withdraw ' the privilege given to 
American inspectors to verify at the 
ports out of landing alleged cases Of 
pleuro-pneumonia in cattle. The Cana- 
dian cattle, -suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia, were recently landed at 
Deptiord and the Canadian authori- 
ties were refused permission to", exam- 
ine them. 


A clamor to obtain for Canadians the 


same privileges as the American in- 
spectors now enjoy is being raised. 
'Right Hon. Walter H. Long, president 
of the board of agriculture, contends 
that there is no provision in the act of 
parliament permitting foreign inspect- 
ors here. 
The Washington govern- 


ment may therefore be prepared to 
learn that the privilege accorded to 
American inspectors has been re- 
scinded. 


Several American army officers have 


witnessed the august, maneuvers in 
England and are going home enthusi- 
astic for similar mobilizations annually 
in the United States, They were much 
impressed to find at Aldershot, just 
outside of London, a force outnumber- 
ing the entire standing army of the 
United States. In this force were 10,- 
000 volunteers, who are similar in all 
respects to the American national 
guard. These volunteers were includ- 
ed"in ninetv corps gathered from all 
parts of the United Kingdom, and, in 
the opinion of American officers, the 
uniform, discipline and the con tact with 
volunteers from sections of the country 
as well as their association with the 
regulars could not be otherwise than 
extremely beneficial. It appeared to 
them exceedingly advisable to estab- 
lish an American field for maneuver- 
ing where portions of the militia from 
various states might spend a few weeks 
each summer in service organization 
with regulars. If ^nothing else was 
achieved it would at least familiarize 
American officers with large bodies of 
men. 
At present American officers, 


however much theoretical knowledge 
they absorb, know nothing of the prac- 
tical handling- of an army except when 
they come to Europe at their own ex- 
pense and witness the annual evolu- 
tions.
